“We must face up to an all- 
out mobilization,” Senator Lyndon 
Johnson (Dem.), Texas, member 
of the Senate Armed Services— 
Committee, told a reporter. 

“This is not a 30-day war or a 
60-day war that we are in now. 
This is a long and continuing 
struggle against Communism. It 
may last one year — or several 
years.” ; 

Senator George of Georgia, 
chairman of the tax-writing Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, said to- 
day the cost of fighting Commu- 
nism in Korea and in any broader 
conflict will have to be met main- 
ly through higher taxes on a pay- 
as-you-go basis. However, he still 
feels it would -be a mistake for 
Congress to enact a tax increase 
bill right away. He said there is 
no point in trying to write a $10,- 
000,000,000 bill now, “when it 
might turn out later that we 
need $15,000,000,000 or $20,000,- 
000,000.” 

Hearings on Controls. 

Senate and House banking 
committees will open public hear- 
ings Monday on a broad system 
of controls and allocations pre- 
pared at the White House and 
titled “defense production act of 
1950.” 

House and Senate leaders were 
certain of quick final passage this 
week of two measures for building 
up strength of the fighting forces. 
One. allowing the President to 
extend all enlistments one year, 
already has sped through the Sen- 
ate without objection. The Presi- 
dent now has authority to call 
and hold officers in both regular 
and reserve forces. 

The other would remove the 
present manpower ceilings of just 
above 2,000,000 from the Army, 
Air Force, Navy and* Marines.

150,500,000 IN U.S., 
SAYS PRELIMINARY 
TOTAL ON CENSUS 


WASHINGTON, July 22 (UP)— 
Total population of continental 
United States on April 1 was 
150,500,000, Commerce Secretary 
Charles Sawyer revealed ‘today in 
making public. the “preliminary” 
results of the 1950 census. 

That total is nearly 19,000,000 
more than recorded in 1940 when 
the total was 131,669,275. 


The 1950 total showed that the 
nation’s population has just about 
doubled in 50 years. The 1940 
to 1950 jump was the greatest 
for any 10-year period in history. 
California “apparently” jumped 
from fifth to second in population 
ranking, with a 10,472,348 pre- 
liminary total. This jumped Cal- 
ifornia past Pennsylvania’s 10,- 
436,965, Illinois’s 8,696,490 and 
Ohio’s 7,901,791. New York, with 
14,743,210 persons, retained the 
top spot. 

Missouri's population was put 
at 3,924,220, a 3.7 per cent in- 
crease of 139,558 from 1940. Mis- 
souri ranked eleventh in popula- 
tion. 

- In alb, just five states showed 
decreases in population. They 
were Arkansas, which slipped 2 
per cent from 1940 to a 1,900,246 
total; Mississippi, down 1 per 
cent to 2,171,806; Nebraska, minus 
» per cent to 1,308,394; North 
Dakota, down 4 per cent to 
616,185, and Oklahoma, which 
dropped 0.3 per cent to 2,230,253. 


RECORD CROSSING 
BY CARRIER WITH 


TOKYO, Sunday, July 23 (AP) 
—An American aircraft carrier 
loaded with reinforcing warplanes 
arrived here today after what is 
believed to be the fastest Pacific 
crossing—eight days and seven 
hours from the United States 
West Coast, a distance of more 
than 5000 statute miles. 

The 27,000-ton carrier, identity 
of which cannot be revealed, also 
brought what its officers believed 
was the largest number of aircraft 
ever carried on a flat top. 

This number also can not be 
disclosed but it was revealed the 
plane load consisted of F-51 Mus- 
tang fighter planes for use of the 
land-based air forces. 

Navy Capt. Cameron Briggs, son 
of Gen. W. R. Briggs of San Fran- 
cisco, commanded the carrier on 
its crossing. He took command 
shortly before the voyage. 

(The 27,000-ton aircraft carrier 
U.S.S. Boxer left San Francisco 
bay July 14. Its deck was covered 
with jet and propeller-type planes. 
Many were F-51 Mustang fight- 
ers.)

Induction Set for Sept. 11. 

“We found that we have to call 
up four or five men before we 
find one that can pass the physi- 
cal examination,” Gen. Harris 
said. “That means that with a} 
quota of 482 men for the state we 
will have to examine about 2419. 
We've set the week of Sept. 11 


for inducting all Missouri 
draftees. They’re allowed 21 days) 
after they pass their examinations 
before we can take them into the 
service. That means we have to 
speed things up.”’ 

Gen. Harris’s plan to turn the 
draftees over to the Army dur- 
ing the week of Sept. 11 will 
place Missouri well inside the 
deadline of Sept. 30, set by the 
Department of Defense for ob- 
taining 20,000 inductees through- 
out the nation through selective 
service. 


Rate for Tests to Be Stepped Up. 


During the first week of ex- 
aminations, prospective draftees 
will be summoned in groups of 
65, Gen. Harris said, and there- 
after the rate will be stepped up 
to 100 a day until the examina- 
tions are completed. 

Men to be examined tomorrow 
will be those designated by Board 
103, whose district covers the 
First, Twentieth and Twenty-sev- 
enth Wards. The board’s quota is 
10. Men from the other eight city 
boards—104 through 111—wil] be 
examined on successive days, and 
will be followed by men from 
county boards 100-102. 

Each of the state’s 114 counties 
will furnish at least one man. 
Quotas were based on the ratio 
of each board’s registration of 
men 18 to 25 years of age to the 
total registration for the state, 
which was 267,448 as of June 30. 

Men selected first for examina- 
tion are in the older groups, 
starting with age 25, who are in 
the 1-A classification, unmarried 
and non-veterans. 


FRANCE SOON TO LEGALIZE 
SALE OF U.S. CIGARETTES 


PARIS, July 22 (AP)—Official 
quarters said today that Ameri- 
can cigarettes will be placed on 
legal sale toward the end of 
August. This news heralded a 
blow to one of the country’s old- 
est and most flourishing black 
markets. 

Officials disclosed that 140 tons 
of American cigarettes have just 
been landed at Le Havre for the 
state tobacco monopoly. 

American cigarettes long have 
been on sale in Paris bars, night 
clubs and restaurants, although 
prohibited by law. Current sup- 
plies are smuggled in from 
Tangiers. |

A . TWENTY-FOURTH  DIVI- 
SION COMMAND POST, July 22 
(AP)—More than 200 Americans 
who plodded 50 miles from fallen 
Taejon along trails in Commu- 


nist-infested mountains reached 
this command post early today. 
Almost every man had blistered 
feet. After a day of savage fight- 
ing in Taejon Thursday they had 
been forced “to take to the hills.” 
Three men _ arrived without 
shoes. Their feet were badly cut. 
The first group of 180 arrived 
here at 2 a.m. They had trekked 
more than 30 miles through the 
mountains. 
Two Carried on Stretchers. 
The men included 12 wounded, 


two of whom had to be carried 


on stretchers by their buddies’ 


over 2500-foot mountains, down | 
valleys and through Communist 
ambushes. | 

Trucks brought them the last 
few miles. The men limped pain- 
fully from the trucks into a mes 
hall where a hot meal was wait- 
ing. A doctor and ambulances 
stood by to care for the wounded. 

The men were from the Nine- 
teenth and Thirty-fourth Infantry 
regiments, which participated in 
the savage all-day battle inside 
Taejon Thursday. 

Capt. George D. Slack, Tampa, 
Fla., estimated the group had 
walked 50 roundabout miles. He 
said they rested about three hours 
Friday morning, but most of the 
time they kept hiking. 

Master Sgt. Sam W. Brooks, 31, 
of Doniphan, Mo., said that with 
the North Koreans “coming at us 
in droves,” his unit headed for 
a high mountain south of Taejon. 
Others joined his group on the 
mountain. 


25 More Arrive. 

Three hours later Col. Robert 
L. Wadlington of St. Martinsville, 
La., brought in 25 more. 

In the exhausted parties were 
men whose outposts had been 
overrun by North Koreans. There 
were men who had slitheréd 


ing fire of Red automatic weap- 
ons. 

There were men like 55-year- 
old Col. Wadlington whose ve- 
hicles were shot out from under 
them by Red tanks, artillery and 
mortars which hit their motor 
convoy while it attempted to 
withdraw. 

There were artillerymen whose 
gun positions came under shatter- 
ing Red fire. Almost everyone 
had seen close friends killed in 
the confused fierce fighting which 
began when Red tanks broke 
through Taejon’s defense line. 

Seven wounded were in the 
first big group to arrive. 

First Sgt. Robert Cardenes of 
San Fernando, eCalif., walked in 
ahead of the main group because 
“I was in better shape than the 
rest of the men.” 

Cardenes led a truck convoy to 
the weary waiting stragglers. 

Many Drop Out. 

Col. Wadlington said he started 
with about 80 men but only 25 
made it all the way. Most 
dropped out from exhaustion. 

Wadlington said three times 
they fought off attacks. by Com- 
munist bands in the rugged hill 
country.

Missing Division Leader 
Had Worried About 
Loss of Officers Trying 
to Avert Panic.

WITH AMERICAN FORCES IN 
KOREA (Sunday) July 23—Maj. 
Gen. William F. Dean, commander 
of the Twenty-fourth Infantry Di- 
vision, who was chief of American 
forces in Korea during most of 
the 80-mile retreat from Suwon 
to Taejon, now is missing. 

The general, who was born at 
Carlyle, Ill. was last seen at 
Taejon, where a considerable part 
of his division was entrapped by 
North Korean Communists. 


(In a message to Washington, 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur has con- 


firmed that Gen. Dean is missing 
and possibly wounded. The mes- 
sage said Gen. Dean’s interpreter 
was the source of the report he 
was injured but the interpreter 
was too badly wounded himself 
to give further information.) 


Gen, Dean Not to Blame. 


Any cold-blooded assessment 
must absolve Gen. Dean of blame. 
This brave and conscientious of- 
ficer was confronted with an as- 
signment little short of suicidal. 
He was given the sorry task of 
conducting a series of delaying 
actions, pitting green_ troops 
against a skillful, fanatic and 
numerically superior enemy. His 
mission was to trade space for 
time. The result may appear to 
some to be a failure because the 
brief respites gained never seemed 
to balance the losses in men and 
materiel. 


While casualties among enlisted 
men certainly were not excessive, 
casualties among commissioned 
officers were extraordinarily high. 
A few hours before the Taejon 
battle, Gen. Dean told this cor- 
respondent of his concerm over 
the severe losses among field- 
grade officers. Majors, lieutenant- 
colonels and even colonels were 
being wounded or:killed in front- 
line action. , 

The reason for the dispropor- 
tionately high casualties among 
officers was the fact that the 
green troops required constaht re- 
assurance. Unit commanders felt 
compelled to stay well out in front

be back. There’s no place like the 
United States.” 

With those words Pvt. Paul 
Jackson Jr., 20 years old, of Shel- 
byville, Mich., was removed from 
a medical evacuation plane today 
—the first United States battle 
casualty of the Korean war to re- 
turn home. 

He lost his left leg just above 
the knee as a result of wounds 
suffered July 9. 

Jackson said he was wounded 
while he and a buddy were in a 
truck, setting up roadblocks to 
cover a retreat, after the Ameri- 
cans had blown up a bridge. 

“The next thing I knew, I woke 
up in a hospital,” he said. “We 
must have been hit by artillery 
fire. I never saw my buddy again.” 

Morale of the troops fighting in 
Korea is good, as far as he could 
tell, he said. 

“There were just too many of 
them (the enemy) at first. We 
were outnumbered. 

“Man to man, we could beat 
‘em. We'll win when we get start- 
ed good.” 

The big C-97 also carried about 
50 Air Force and Navy personnel 
being returned for illness or for 
non-battle injuries.

TOKYO, Sunday, July 23 (UP) 
The crack United States First 
Cavalry Division opened up with 
its big guns on the main North 
Korean invasion force in the Tae- 
jon area today while American 
air power roared out in clear 
weather to isolate the battlefield. 

The air and ground blasting of 
the Communists appeared to be 
preparation for a counter-offensive 
by United Nations forces. Some 
Army officials here think the 
attack may begin within two 
weeks. 

The First Cavalry moved into 
the Taejon area to replace the 
battered Twenty-Fourth division, 
taking up positions in the moun- 
tains less than 10 miles goutheast 
of the former South Korean emer- 
gency capital. 

Jets and B-26’s Out. 

The first clear weather in four 
days sent jet fighters and B-26 
bombers out to pour rockets, 
bombs and machine-gun fire into 
Communist forces. 

At the same time B-29 Super- 
forts attacked farther north, blast- 
ing bridges, roads and rail lines 
supplying the Red invasion spear- 
heads. Saturday, when bad weath- 
er grounded most other planes, 
the B-29s bombed by radar, drop- 
ping 100 tons of explosives north 
of the 38th parallel. 

An Air Force spokesman said 
the B-29s and jets were launched 
on missions of “bridge interdic- 
tion and battlefield isolation.” 

The American theory of war- 
fare is to isolate the battlefield 
by air attack and artillery ‘fire, 
cutting off all means of supply 
and reinforcement for the enemy, 
before ground troops move in to 
complete his annihilation. 

U.S. Losses Reported. 

The North Korean Radio at the 
Communist capital of Pyongyang 
contended that eight United 
States bombers were shot down 
Tuesday and Wednesday when 
more than 30 planes raided the 
North Korean port of Wonsan, on 
the East Coast. 

The broadcast, monitored by 
the Japanese newspaper Mainichi, 
also said two other American 
bombers were downed Thursday 
in an air fight over Taejon. 

(A previous United States com- 
munique announced that B-29s 
and carrier planes raided Won- 
san Tuesday and Wednesday, but 
reported that all American air- 
men returned safely although it 
admitted four planes were dam- 
aged and one was ditched.)

Defense Official Cautions Against Hope for 
Quick Action — Time Needed for 
Counter - Offensive.

WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP)}— 
It may be mid-fall or even next 


spring before United States forces 
can launch a major counter-offen- 
sive in Korea, a high Defense De- 
partment official said today. 

The official, who cannot be 
named, thus cautioned the Amer- 
ican people against hoping for a 
swift victory. 

In fact, he said, the public 
should not be discouraged or 
alarmed if there is another fall- 
back in the days just ahead. It is, 
he explained, something that has 
been figured on, a part of the gen- 
eral pattern of resisting steadily 
while inflicting on the enemy the 
heaviest losses possible — a time- 
gaining maneuver.

Group Shows.

WASHINGTON, July 22 — The 
mame of another south Florida 
sheriff who permitted open 
gambling in his county and ac- 
cepted the backing of notorious 
gamblers was revealed in a record 
of executive hearings by the Sen- 
ate Crime Investigating Com- 
mittee which was made public 
here tonight. The closed hear- 
ings were held in May and were 
followed by the open hearings 10 
days ago in Miami. 


Testimony pertaining to Sheriff 
John Kirk of Palm Beach county, 
Fla.. was given by John F. 
O’Rourke, gambling kingpin of 
the county and partner of Frank 
Erickson, New York and Florida 
bookmaker now serving a term in 
Ryker’s Island prison at New 
York for his gambling activities. 

One sheriff, Walter Clark of 
Broward county, was suspended 
Friday by Gov. Fuller Warren 
following disclosures that a firm 
fn which Clark was a one-third 
partner, the Broward Novelty Co., 
Was deep in “bolita” and slot 
machine operations in Broward 
county. Bolita is a Cuban 
gambling game similar to the 
“numbers racket” in the North. 


Testimony of Clark. 

Sheriff Clark testified at the 
executive hearing that he decided 
to keep his hands off gambling 
because he was “elected on the 
liberal ticket and the people want 
it.” He said he knew there was 
gambling at the Club Boheme, the 
Colonial Inn and Greenacres in 
his county. 

Clark, first elected sheriff in 
1932, said his salary was $7500 
a year, plus turnkey and other 
fees. His income in an average 
vear is between $15,000 and $35,-. 
000, he said. He added that he. 
had bought a garage and filling 
station at Fort Lauderdale for | 
about $30,000 and owns other 
property. 

Another sheriff, James A. 
(Smiling Jimmy) Sullivan of Dade 
county, is facing demands of a 
grand jury inquiry as to how he 
increased his personal fortune 
from the point where he paid an 
income tax of $10.40 in 1945 on 
a $2500 income to an approxi- 
mate worth of $90,000 now. 
Other evidence, given by former 
deputy sheriffs, also involved 
Sheriff Sullivan, who lives in 
Miami, in protection of gambling. 

O'Rourke, whose testimony was 
taken by Senator Estes Kefauver 
of Tennessee, committee chair- 
man, and Rudolph Halley, chief 
counsel for the committee, re- 
Jated how he had lost more than 
350,000 between October 1947 and 
June 1948 in long-distance bets 
on horses made with Mickey 
Cohen, much-shot-at Los Angeles 
gxacketeer. 

° Denies Knowing Cohen. 

He said he didn’t know Cohen 
ersonally, but he recalled the 
betting started when Cohen called 
him from California. After check- 
ing on Cohen's financial worth, 
the betting began. O'Rourke de- 
clared, adding, “it was a dis- 
astrous experience.” 

“Did he pick a great many 
winners?’ asked Halley. 

. “The checks will show he did,” 
responded O'Rourke. “I think I 
ynortgaged my stocks and bonds 
and everything else.”

The marketing co-operative said 
there will be “better selections 
of beef and pork and possibly 
lowér prices” in the fall and win- 
ter. Indications are, it added, that 
more hogs and fat cattle will start 
coming to market, beginning in 
late August. 

Store executives said fields in 
which there was the greatest in- 
crease in purchasing in terms of 
dollars were washing machines, 
refrigerators and stoves. Only 
slightly behind were _ towels, 
sheets, pillow cases, soaps and 
other domestic goods. : 

Store officials estimated in- 
creases ranged from 25 to 100 


per cent or even higher in certain 
articles, but s the per- 
centages should be viewed in the 
light of the fact that the current 
season is normally a slack sales 
period. 

The Maplewood store of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. had run out of 
home freezers Friday night, a cus- 
tomer who tried to buy one re- 
ported. 

Increased buying of automobile 
tires has been noted since the 
outbreak of hostilities in Korea. 
The rise was estimated by spokes- 
men for firms in the field at 
from 50 to 60 per cent. The 
heightened activity is unusual, 
they said, in view of recent tire 
price hikes ranging up to 15 per 
cent. 

The rise in auto sales is only 
about half that in tire sales, it 
was reported. But backlogs of 
orders are said to be steadily 
lengthening in the moderate- 
price classes. 

Several real estate dealers 
acknowledged increased efforts to 
buy property of all kinds. Larger 
buildings, such as apartments, ho- 
tels and office structures, are vir- 
tually off the market here, it .was 
reported by Eugene Glick, execu- 
tive vice president of the Glick 
firm. 

“People now are willing to pay 
top prices for large choice prop- 
erties,” a dealer said.

Pathetic Counter-Attack. 

The colonel commanding the 
units in Taejon managed to es- 
cape and later led a pathetically 
small counter-attack in an at- 
tempt to rescue Gen. Dean. This 
correspondent witnessed the start 
of this suicidal effort. The colonel 
mustered only 60 men and a few 
light tanks that were virtually 
useless in a night ‘action. The 
counter-attack reached only to a 
highway tunnel two miles south 
of Taejon, where it was thrown 
back by intense enemy mortar 
and machine-gun fire. 

While the colonel’s men were 
moving up, observers were star- 
tled to see units of another regi- 
ment falling back in accordance 
with an earlier plan of withdraw- 
al. Apparently, no one had told 
them of the counter-attack, nor 
ordered them to remain in sup- 
porting positions until the effort 
was over. 

Lack of sufficient intelligence 
on the enemy’s strength and prob- 


able intentions also was a factor 
in the defeat. Combat patrols 
were sent out north and west of 
Taejon, but they found nothing 
to indicate that the blow would 
fall as early as it did. 

Thus a whole battery of 155- 
mms. and many lesser guns which 
stiould have been moved to the 
rear were still emplaced in Tae- 
jon when the city was overrun. 
Large stores of food, ammunition 
and other supplies were lost also. 

When Gen. Dean saw that the 
escape route was hopelessly 
choked by an enemy road block, 
he turned and slowly walked back 
to his command post. Survivors 
last saw him sitting on the porch, 
a picture of dejection.

King Returns to Belgium 
With Plea for Unity— 
Socialists Say They 
Will Drive Him Out,

BRUSSELS, July 22 (AP) — 
King Leopold III came home from 
six years of exile today without a 
cheer of welcome. He urged unity 
in a radio speech and promised to 
do his best to conciliate his op- 
ponents. 

A few hours later militant dem- 
onstrations by his foes occurred 
in downtown Brussels. Windows 
of the pro-king Catholic news- 
paper Libre Belgique were 
smashed. Socialists, led by ex- 
Premier Paul Henrispaak met in 
Martyr’s Square and vowed, with 
upraised arms and clenched fists, 
to drive Leopold from the throne. 

A concentration of police, troops

palace.

today. 

Togo was sentenced Nov. 12, 
1948, along with former Japanese 
Premier Hideki Tojo and 23 
others. Found guilty of war 
crimes by the international tri- 
bunal, Tojo and six others were 
hanged Dec. 23, 1948. 

Togo, 67 years old, died early 
today in the 361st General Hos- 

ital in Tokvo. He is survived by 

is German-born widow and one 
daughter. 

He was foreign minister in the 
Tojo cabinet that ruled Japan dur- 
ing most of the war and also held 
taat post in the Suzuki cabinet 
in office during the last few days 
of the war. 

During his trial he insisted he 
had opposed Tojo’s policies of mil- 
itary conquest. On the strength of 
this plea he escaped the gallows. 
Sixteen of his co-defendants were 
sentenced to life imprisonment 
and one to seven years.

His was a warning signal, not a call to 
arms in strength. His program will require 
a disciplined economy in this country to sup- 
port a larger defense establishment and more 
active efforts and larger military budgets by 
our Allies. Whether more drastic measures 
will be necessary in the military, diplomatic 
and home front spheres will depend on how 
seriously the warning is taken and on how 
the Krenijin interprets the proposed change 
in the American way of life. 


Truman’s preparatory steps were taken 
on the simple calculation that the United 
States and its Allies had neither the mili- 
tary forces nor the immediate industrial 
backstop to meet general commitments 
should Soviet Russia decide to use its sat- 
ellites or its own military power in other 
areas. It is a diplomatic axiom that com- 
mitments should not overreach actual and 
potential strength. The White House is 
doing what it probably would have done 
earlier had it been able to foresee that 
Russia would suddenly change its stratezy 
from political _ infiltration and economic 
sabotage to raw armed aggression. 


The proposals are between—not actually 
midway—what is absolutely necessary for 
winning the Korean operation and total 
mobilization for war. If other contingen- 
cies arise we shall be in a better position 
to meet them; if Russia makes war in- 
evitable, we shall have a start toward full 
mobilization. 

The immediate program for preparedness 
will affect the lives of every American -and 
will reverberate throughout the world. 

Although our gross national production is 
running at the rate of 270 billion dollars 
this year—a peacetime record—the diversion 
of an additional 10 billion dollars for our 
own military expenditures and an undisclosed 
amount for our overseas Allies during the 
next 12 months will, as President Truman 
announced, require a “substantial redirection 
of economic resources.” He might well have 
said that a “redirection” of.our thoughts will 
also be required. 


Higher Taxes and Prices 
Will Be the First Effect. 


The first effect will be slightly higher 
prices for everyday goods, even if the Gov- 
ernment controls work, and higher taxes for 
individuals and corporations. Expenditures 
cannot be increased by 10 billion plus this 
year, for which the estimated deficit was al- 
ready five billion, without enactment of much 
stiffer taxes. Purely as a mathematical cal- 
culation but not as a political prediction, the 
needed tax increase would work out around 
25 per cent. 

Less tangible will be the changed outlook 
of Americans, particularly young people who 
have been put on notice that they may be 
called up for the military or supporting serv- 
ices. Young men are dying in Korea and 
more will die before the fire there is put 
out.

Competent but impartial experts assert 
there has been a lot of nonsensical talk about 
the successes and shortcomings of tactical 
airpower in Korea.

In Korea adequate ground forces 


could not deliver its greatest punch. As the 
result of this experience, the Air Force can 
be expected to demand that it be given ad- 
ditional tactical power to balance the Army’s 
increased ground forces. 


It is too early to speculate seriously on how 
far the appropriation of undisclosed funds 
for the North Atlantic treaty powers and 
other nations will build up the balanced col- 
lective forces through the free world. 


In the past most of the Western European 
nations have claimed that they could not in- 
crease their military budgets or sacrifice 
portions of their national sovereignty.

Not Yet Proved Himself 
In a Job as Big as This One. 


Spofford has yet to prove himself in a 
post of quite the size and sort of his new 
one. 

The Administration, indeed, first sought a 
“big name” man for the position, and offered 
it to at least two others before drafting 
Spofford—Robert A. Lovett, former Assistant 
Secretary of War for Air and former Under- 
secretary of State, and W. Averell Harriman, 
former Ambassador to Russia, former Secre- 
tary of Commerce and now White House for- 
eign policy co-ordinator. 

Men like Lovett and Harriman already 
have the prestige, authority—and the entree 
—which are essential in posts like that of the 
North Atlantic Deputy. Spofford will have 
to establish his own as he goes along. 

He will also have to win the support and 
co-operation, both here and abroad, of the 
White House, the State Department, the Na- 
tional Military Establishment, the Economic 
Co-operation Administration, and other agen- 
cies and departments concerned in the inte- 
gration of the Atlantic Community and the 
national defense in general. 

Spofford shows no sign, however, of being 
alarmed by this prospect. He has the name 
of being a modest man, but he also seems 
to be a man of adequate self-confidence and 
self-respect. He enjoys, moreover, the very 
high regard of men who know him and have 
served with him. 

As to his fitness for his present post, 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson has gaid 
of Spofford: “I don’t know of anyone who 
could do the job better than he can do it, 
and of very few who could do it as well.” 

Spofford’s war record certainly would ap- 
pear to justify a good measure of self- 
confidence. 

He was inducted into the Army and com- 
missioned a lieutenant colonel in October, 
1942. The North African landings were immi- 
nent at the time, and the army desperately 
needed lawyers with financial experience 
who could speak French, to serve in military 
government and especially to deal with sup- 
ply problems. So urgent was the demand for 
men like Spofford that only 10 days elapsed 
from the moment he was asked to serve until 
he reported for duty overseas. 

He was first assigned to Allied Force Head- 
quarters at Algiers as adviser on economic 
and supply problems concerning French 
| North and West Africa. In this capacity he 
| helped organize the North African Economic 
‘Board and the Joint Economic Mission with 
the French authorities. 

In 1943 he became Chief of Staff of Allied 
Military Government and Deputy Chief Civil 
Affairs Officer for Sicily and Italy. In Feb- 
ruary 1944 he was appointed Assistant Chief 
of Staff for Military Government for the

“At one time during the war virtually 
the entire civilian population of the central 
Mediterranean area depended on him for 
their food, supplies and general well- 
being,” an officer whe served with Spof- 
ford has written. “He took care of every- 
thing but his own publicity.” 

In taking care of “everything” in this 
post, Spofford had to deal with some of the 
most flambuoyantly temperamental men of 
a dozen different nationalities the world 
has ever seen—with Gen. George E. Pat- 
ton Jr., Field Marshal Viscount Montgom- 
ery and Gen, Charles de Gaulle, just te 
name a few outstanding examples. 

Spofford also had to handle some of the 
oddest and least inhibited subordinates ever 
assembled in uniform anywhere—his own 
military government officers, who were more 
noted for their colorful idiosyncrasies than 
for blind and business-like obedience. 

“Over all these characters, Spofford ruled 
quietly, tactfully and diplomatically,” a fellow 
officer reports. 

Spofford also ruled efficiently, the record 
seems to show. Working with and through 
all sorts and conditions of men of all sorts 
and conditions of nationalities, he collected 
vast quantities of scarce materials and moved 
them Vast distances to many points where 
they were sorely needed—achievements which 
presumably will enhance his usefulness in his 
new post as North Atlantic Treaty Deputy. 

The allied forces in North Africa and Italy 
fought under nine different flags: American, 
British, French, Polish, Brazilian, Indian, 
New Zealand, South African and Italian 
troops took part in the operations. 

Spofford, moreover, was responsible for 
supply, administration and other matters in a 
similarly long and varied list of areas: French 
North and West Africa, Sicily, the Italian 
mainland, Southern France, Greece, the 
Dodecanese, Austria, Albania, Yugoslavia, 
Romania, Bulgaria and Hungary. 


Also Is a Musician— 


But Not the Playboy Type. 


The new deputy is a student and practi- 
tioner of musical as well as political and 
logistic harmonies. He studied voice at Yale 
and was president of the Yale Glee Club. 
Hig voice “would be tenor if it were really 
trained,” he says. He sings a good deal even 
now, but only socially and informally. 


Spofford’s interest in music led to a 
curious misunderstanding in at least one 
quarter when his appointment as North 
Atlantic Deputy was announced. A foreign 
ambassador here learned that the new 
deputy was president and director of the 
New York Metropolitan Opera Association 
and evidently confused “opera” with “oper- 


| etta” and musical comedy. He hastened to 
the State Department and asked anxiously 


if Spofford was a serious individual or a 
“Stage Door Johnny” type. The depart- 
ment solemniy reassured his Excellency. 
Spofford, it told the ambassador, is not a 
playboy. 

Spofford is an athlete and sportsman of 
parts. He competed in track in high school 
and at Yale—he ran in the 220, 440 and 880- 
yard events until he developed a game leg 
and had to quit—and he now swims, fishes 
and plays golf in the upper 80s and what he 
calls “family tennis.” His older children are 
beginning to excel him, he reports, at least 
in tennis. 

Spofford was born in St. Louis. His father, 
Charles W. Spofford, was western representa- 
tive of a New York firm publishing dry 
goods and other trade journals. Both of the 
new deputy’s parents are still living. 

Spofford’s parents moved to Chicago when 
he was only 1 or 2 years old, and he grew 
up in Evanston, immediately north of the 
city on the lake shore and attended the pub- 
lic schools there. 


Phi Beta Kappa at Yale 
And a Harvard Law Degree. 


He entered Northwestern University in 
1919, spent his first academic year there, 
studied at the University of Grenoble, in 
France, the following year and then went to 
Yale, from which he was graduated with 
a Bachelor of Arts degree—and a Phi Beta 
Kappa key—in 1924. “It was an odd sort of 
preparation for Yale,” he says, “but it didn’t 
seem, to do any particular harm.” 

Spofford taught European history at Yale 
the first year following his graduation, and 
then went to Harvard Law School. He re- 
ceived his Bachelor of Laws degree from 
Harvard in 1928. 

He returned to the Middle West and prac- 
ticed law with the firm of Isham, Lincoln 
and Beale in Chicago for a year and then 
moved to New York and joined Davis, Pr-

Their agreement 
became perhaps even more wasteful of public 
funds than their disagreement had been, in the 
opinion of the Hoover Commission. 

The Pick-Sloan arrangement, lacking a single 
head to manage it, but equipped with numerous 
quarreling heads, has been found wanting on all 
sides. That it is going at the work of engineer- 
ing “almost entirely backward” is the opinion 
of a committee of engineers which studied it for 
five leading national engineering societies. Even 
the Missouri Basin Interagency Committee, the 
official false front for the “plan,” haslong been 
critical of the set-up and is engaged in looking 
around for something better. 

. » . 


Despite this universal condemnation, Congress 
has entrusted the Army Engineers and the Rec- 
lamation Bureau with more than $400,000,000 
for their Pick-Sloan makeshift in the past five 
years. This money is being used to construct 
ambitious projects of irrigation and navigation, 
some of which will inevitably be wasted because 
of insufficient water in the Missouri river sys- 
tem to operate them aj]. These projects and 
others for electric power, sewage disposal and 
other purposes are being constructed in igno- 
rance of many of the basic facts required for 
successful development of the valley’s resources. 
“Do it first, and find out how it should be done 
afterward” might have been the guiding slogan. 

During all these five years, the superior al- 
ternative of a Missouri Valley Authority has 
been available to Congress. Senator Murray of 
*Montana introduced his MVA bill first in 1944 
and most recently in 1949, but it has never re- 
ceived a competent hearing. Two subcommittees 
of the Senate held mock hearings on it in 1945, 
both of them under the chairmanship of the late 
John Overton of Louisiana, who was one of the 
Army Engineers’ chief spokesmen in Congress. 
Last year the MVA bill was referred to a Senate 
committee in which Senator Chavez of New 
Mexico immediately referred it to a hostile sub- 
committee where it was promptly forgotten. 

. . . 

Can Congress longer afford to temporize on 
this question? One seventh of the nation is at 
stake here. Made strong as the Tennessee val- 
ley was made strong by TVA, the Missouri 
valley can supply new sinews of national 
strength, as the Tennessee valley did most 
notably during the Second World War. Mean- 
while, an important part of the Missouri valley’s 
natural resources, and of its prospects for the 
future, continue to be wasted by a construction 
program that is costing’ more than jt is worth. 

Congress has the choice of giving the MVA 
bill a hearing, which it has not really had up to 
‘now, or letting the Missouri valley project dis- 
integrate into a national scandal. In these 
perilous days it can ill persist in this long rec- 
ord of neglect to provide the Missouri valley 
project with the quality of management and 
planning it requires. 
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The President Follows Up 


President Truman has made it plain that his 
remarks about governmental economy in his 
message of last Wednesday were meant to be 
more than fine-sounding oratorical trimming. 
He has now specifically instructed 14 major de- 
partments to make every possible saving in 
manpower, money and materials which might 
aid military preparations. : 

The responsible administrators should give 
him their whole-hearted co-operation. Mr. Tru- 
man showed his consideration for their work by 
not ordering a flat cut of, say 10 or 20 per 
cent in their expenditures. That might have 
been unwise, since such a flat cut could utterly 
cripple one agency while another might be 
capable of even greater retrenchment. A more 
drastic decree will be in order, however, if the 
President’s request does not bring prompt re- 
sults. 

Here is a vital matter in which the Govern- 
ment should set a good example for the rest 
of the nation. Undoubtedly, it is disappointing 
to individuals and communities to be under 
the obligation of modifying or suspending build- 
ing operations, for example. Slum clearance 
projects and the like are bound to be affected. 
But first things must come first. Further, there 
is no moratorium on planning. There is no 
reason why blue prints cannot be prepared 
against the day when there again is a clear 
track ahead. 

Meanwhile, the President is right in asking 
the right of way for the nation’s military effort.

Dam the National Parks! 


Construction projects of the Army Engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau threaten the nation’s most beautiful natural preserves, 
says writer; with Federal funds they organize agitation for their 
plans; does the United States want to keep its treasures intact?

Most people who have seen the Grand 
Canyon consider it our supreme natural 
spectacle. What would it look like if the 
Colorado river at the bottom of the gorge, 
the river that carved the gorge, were to 
be made a dry stream bed? 


Down near the Arizona-Utah boundary 
is Rainbow Bridge, the most famous and 
most beautiful of all the natural bridges, 
a high, superbly sym- 
metrical arch of 
stone, long ago set 
aside as a National 
Monument. The wa- 
ter of a storage res- 
ervoir may under- 
mine it and bring it 
down. Should we 
permit that to hap- 
pen? 

After the Green 
river flows out of 
Wyoming to cross

Funds for a Covetous Eve 


These and other areas of unmatched 
beauty or sublimity, which were made 
national parks or national monuments so 
that they could be preserved untouched 
forever, are in danger of being ruined by 
engineering projects. Should we let them 
be ruined? 

In the last few years a curious develop- 
ment has brought the National Park Sys- 
tem under attack by two public agencies. 
Each of them has about a third of a billion 
dollars of public funds to spend every 
year, and so can exert incomparably more 
pressure than any corporation that ever 
cast a covetous eye on the wilderness 
beauties which were set aside for poster- 
ity to enjoy. One of these agencies is the 
Bureau. of Reclamation, the other, the 
Cotps of ‘Army) Engineers. Their cam- 
paign of attrition raises fundamental ques- 
tions about our grandchildren’s heritage 
of wifferness scenery. It also involves 
serious issues in regard to the power of 
federal agencies to subvert public policy. 
How the campaign works and what hinges 
on it can be clearly séen in the current 
effort of the Bureau of Reclamation to get 
authorization, which is now not legally 
possible, to make over Lodore Canyon in 
Colorado. , 


Destruction By Subterfuge 


In 1938, Lodore Canyon, Yampa Canyon, 
Echo Park, the two subsidiary canyons 
and their rock-desert setting were made a 
National Monument, and transferred from 
the public domain to the National Park 
System. 

In 1943, the First Assistant Secretary of 
the Interior made a “reclamation with- 
drawal” covering most of it—that is, he 

cially declared it an area which could 


would be naive to suppose that the bureau 
had no part in organizing this agitation; 
it was already well organized when the 
plans were made public. 

When Secretary Chapman ordered a 
public hearing, four western Senators and 
five western Congressmen appeared to add 
their testimony to that of embattled 
mayors and chambers ot commerce that 
the nation would be well served by the 


abandonment of the policy which has pro- 


tected the National Parks. 

No Western state would receive any 
benefit from the construction of these 
dams inside the monument that could not 
be insured by construction outside it. 


Let's Keep Mammoth Cave 


The Army Engineers are proclaiming 
the “recreational value” of a flood-control 
dam which they propose to build in Ken- 
tucky and which would ruin much of 
Mammoth Cave. It would also deface a 
beautiful valley which is now a paradise 
for sportsmen, and would inundate some 
of the richest farmland in the state. It 
has not been proved necessary or even de- 
sirable, and local communities supposed 
to benefit from it have denounced it. Its 
value for flood control is insignificant; 
Tom Wallace, the editor emeritus of the 
Louisville Times, finds that “it would 
affect by only a mere fraction of an inch 
the flood crest at the lowland city . of 
Paducah.” 

It will also kill the eyeless fish and 
other blind species of the cave, which are 
famous as curiosities and as scientific evi- 
dence of the adaptation of life forms to 
their environment. The silt carried by 
flood waters will destroy th®m and many 
species of underground plants as well. Yet 
the state of Kentucky raised $3,000,000 to 
acquire Mammoth Cave, dedicate it to 
the general public and give it to the United 
States so that the National Park Service 
could preserve it unimpaired. 


Deer for Our Grandchildren 


Then there is the mysterious matter of 
Glacier View Dam, which would flood 
some 20,000 acres in the western part of 
Glacier Nationa] Park. In its plan for 
development of the Columbia river water- 
shed, the Corps of Engineers proposed to 
build a flood-control dam at Glacier Point, 
on the North Fork of the Flathead river 
in Montana. 

Glacier View Dam would destroy wil- 
derness scenery of great beauty, obliterate 
mountain streams and lakes, and submerge 
8000 acres of virgin forest. In doing so, 
it would eliminate more than half the win- 
ter range of the white-tailed deer—and 
extinguish the species in the park—and 
a third of the winter range of its elk and 
mule deer. 

lf any of these attempts should succeed, 
the law which protects the parks will be 
circumvented and there will be no pro- 
tecting any of them from similar impair- 
ment thereafter. The parks do not belong 
to any bureau, any group of planners or 
éngineers, any state or section. be- 
long to all of us. Do we want them? Will 


our grandchildren them?

Another battleship, “Sovjetskij

HE late George Orwell's © — 

T “1984”"—a terrifying novel 
whether viewed as sheer 

fantasy or political prophecy— 

is now being issued in a 25- 

cent edition by the New Amer- 

ican Library. If, as a result, it 

should reach a mass circulation 

a renewed discussion of its 

meaning will undoubtedfy fol- 

low. Those who read it the first 

time around were inclined to 

give it an interpretation that 

suited their own established 

convictions.

inference. 


That it represents a perfec- 
tion, if not the logical conclu- 
sion, of the totalitarian method 
can hardly be denied. In the 
nation called Oceania, “The 
Party” has developed such a 
complete and unremitting con- 
trol of its people that it can 
keep each individual under per- 
petual observation. Having him 
placed, so to speak, like “a 


beetle under a microscope,” the 
party heads can direct not only 
his every physical act but can 
exercise an effective compul- 
sion upon his thought processes, 
even those that have been hid- 
den in the secret places of the 
heart. How this is done needn't 
concern us at the moment. The 
mechanical gadgets and refined 
methods of mental intimidation 
so effectively used are quite 
advanced; but they are no more 
than extensions of familiar de- 
vices. We can assume, I think, 
that such an apparatus of con- 
trol is not beyond the ingenuity 
of man should the conditions 
for its operation be favorable.

Mr. Orwell describes a com- 
munity so impoverished and 
devitalized that the merest 
thought of resisting authority 
is painful. But he doesn’t ex- 
plain how it got that way; he 
offers no step-by-step analysis 
of the process by which a self- 
governing, more-or-less-free so- 
ciety is betrayed, captured and 
transformed. This is a weak 
element of the book. Nor is the 
text specific enough for us to 
know whether the author was 
aiming his argument at a par- 
ticular political system. But 
can we say that the slave so- 
ciety of Oceania is humanly 
impossible in view of what has 
happened in Germahy and 
Russia? 

No tyranny, achieved so far 
in earth, has had the complete 
and rounded perfection of the 
one described in “1984,” but 
certainly a start was made. 

One of the main arguments 
of Mr. Orwell's novel is that 
“The Party” in Oceania has the 
power and assurance that comes 
from being free from self-de- 
ception. The leaders do not 
pretend that what they are 
doing is for the good of the 
people affected.

We are not interested in the 
good of others; we are inter- 
ested solely in power. Not 
wealth or luxury or long life 
or happiness; only power,, pure 
power. . .. We are different 
from all the oligarchies of the 
past in that we know what we 
are doing. The German Nazis 
and Russian Communists came 
very close tous in their meth- 
ods, but they never had the 
courage to recognize their own 
motives, They pretended, per- 
haps they even believed, that 
they had seized power unwill- 
ingly and for a limited time 
and that just around the cor- 
ner there lay a paradise where 
human beings would be free 
and equal. We are not like that. 
We know that no one ever 
seizes power with the intention 
of relinquishing it. Power is 
not a means; it is an end. One 
does not establish a dictator- 
ship in order to safeguard a 
revolution; one makes the revo- 
lution in order to establish the 
dictatorship. The object of per- 
secution is persecution. The 
object of torture is torture. 
The object of power is power.” 


The reason why the people 
must be kept helpless, he says, 
is that party leaders must al- 
ways have an unending supply 
of victims for the _ torture 
chamber. For the true ecstasy 
of power. is realized only 
through torture of others. 


Here Mr. Orwell is saying 
not only that all power corrupts 
but that the aspiration toward 
uncontrolled power is always 
prompted by sadism. This may 
be questioned, argued and 
qualified. But a plainer and 
more important meaning is that 
the power-mad always rise to 
the top when the people be- 
come indifferent and debilitat- 
ed.

“1984” is much more than a 
tract against Fascism or Com- 
munism or any definite ideol- 
ogy. Ideas don’t shoot machine- 
guns or wield the knout. Nen 
must do that and the men Who 
crave power will use any ideol- 
ogy, exploit any cause, ally 
themselves with any propa- 
ganda to gain their ends. The 
enemy is not always without, 
and he is not always tagged 
with the stigmata of an un- 
popular political theory. The 
lesson as I see it is that no 
power must ever be granted 
that can’t be withdrawn, and 
that no principle of action 
must be tolerated that elevates 
a system above the human be- 
ings it’s supposed to serve.

Fair-haired Meri- 
wether Lewis, his tireless com- 
panion, William Clark, in the 
historic expedition up the Mis- 
souri and down the Colymbia 
to the Pacific, and Zebulon 
Montgomery, Pike, the path- 
finder of the Rockies, all knew 
the busy river town and fur 
center in the early years of the 
last century. 


Albert and Jane Salisbury 
have written, photographed and 


drawn a book which will de- 
light many an amateur his- 
torian. The former, as a boy in 
Montana, became fascinated by 
the story of the two young 
wilderness breakers who, under 
instructions from President 
Jefferson, went in 1804 to see 
what lay beyond the new Louis- 
iana Purchase. 

Because he found so few 
Americans knew about that 
great expedition, Salisbury and 
his wife followed the Lewis and 
Clark trail step by step, photo- 
graphed the landmarks and 
campsites and drew a series of 
maps. These maps show the re- 
lation of the route of the ex- 
plorers to present day high- 
ways. 

The text is a combination of 
quotations from the diaries 
kept by Lewis and Clark and 
reports on what the Salisburys 
themselves found at the same 
points. Their directions are 
down to the fraction of a mile 
for the benefit of others who 
will now set out upon the same 
historic route.

WASHINGTON, (INS) — The 
big cut in home construction— 
ordered this week by President 
Truman—will begin in the fall 
unless the Korean war bursts into 
a world conflict. 

It will take at least several 
months before the full impact of 
the mortgage curbs are felt 
throughout the nation by lenders, 
builders and consumer’. 

For the immediate future, busi- 
nessmen and Government officials 
in Washington believe home’build- 
ing will continue at a high rate. 

Despite the expected slump 
after September, many think at 
least one million new apartments 
and houses will be built this year. 
An estimated 687,006 units were 
started in the first six months of 
1950. 

The summer housing output to- 
tal will depend more on the pric- 
ing and materials supply situa- 
tion than on the availibility of 
money and Truman’s mortgage 
curbing order. 

Might Divert Materials. 

Thousands of federal housing 
and veterans administration loans 
have been approved, but not yet 
used. It is these contracts and 
money from private sources that 
will support home construction 
for at least a few months. 

Whether basic materials such as 
bricks, nails, steel, lumber and 
cement will be available for home 
building is the question. Assuming 
the White House is given alloca- 
tion powers, the President may 
choose to divert these materials

Already under con- 
struction is a fermenting house 
addition which will duplicate the 
21,600-barrel house completed in 
1948. Standing five stories high 
and equipped with the special 
cellars which “debitterize” the 
beer, it will cost about $800,000 
when ready for use by Jan. 1. 

Also being added to the bottling 
plant are two new lines—one 
high-speed can line capable of 
handling 310 cans per minute and 
a bottling machine of 245 bottles 
per minute. When these two are 
installed, the plant will be able 
to turn out 535 cans a minute and 
1200 bottles a minute. Total cost 
of the two new machines will be 
about $225,000. 

Plan Many Changes. 

Work will begin this week on 
a case-storage warehouse build- 
ing, one story of which will be 
built for use this year and the 
second floor added later. An en- 
tertainment room and a demon- 
stration room will be included in 
this new building, which will con- 
tain 43,000 square feet of floor 
area on the first floor. Cost of 
this year’s construction on this 
building and equipment is esti- 
mated at $500,000. 

The four-year expansion pro- 
gram will require the erection of 
a new brew-house and an addi- 
tion to the power-house. Also in- 
cluded in the long range program 
are extensive alterations of the 
present office building to provide 
additional floor space and facil- 
ities. A new stockhouse and an 
addition to the existing stock- 
house are parts of the expansion 
program, together with new grain 
elevators, enlarged parking areas 
and .an addition to the spent 
grain drying house. 

The brewery expects to increase 
its employment from 625 work- 
ers t) 700 upon completion of 
this year’s expansion program. 

Presstite Engineering Co., 3900 
Chouteau av., has purchased the 
property on the southeast corner 
of Thirty-ninth and Chouteau and 
plans to build a 20,000-square-foot 
manufacturing building with space 
for the firm’s general offices on 
the second floor. The plastic divi- 
sion of the firm will be moved into 
the additional space for the pro- 
duction of extruded plastics used 
in mechanical refrigerators, fluor- 
escent lighting and thin wall tub- 
ing. While no immediate increase 
in production or employment is 
contemplated when the move is 
made, the new facilities will pro- 
vide more room for present op- 
erations. The firm now employs 
about 400 persons working on 
three shifts in the production of 
sealing compounds and related 
products. W. C. Ferguson is pres- 


ident of the firm. 


Moving Headquarters Here. 

Deer Park Baking Co., Inc., a 
Chicago bakery with branch op- 
erations located at 1514 North 
Twenty-second st., will move com- 
pany headquarters to St. Louis 
and also expand the bakery op- 
erations here. 

Formerly only “Mothers Cakes” 
were baked here, and “Deer Park 
Cookies” were shipped from the 
Chicago bakery. After the addi- 
tion of the new cookie making 
equipment, the firm will central- 
ize all its baking operations here 
for distribution in the St. Louis 
area. The expansion program will 
cost about $100,000 and will call 
for an additional 70 or 80 em- 
ployes. John Thee, president of 
the bakery, will move to St. Louis.

able ability to endure dry weath- 
er are various types of privets 
and barberries. 

Two background plants that can 
take dry weather deserve special 
mention. The Russian olive has 
@ull gray foliage that makes an 
interesting accent in the garden. 
Both foliage and flowers of the 
smoke tree (cotinus) are distinc- 
tive. Prim arrangement of fan- 
shaped leaves forms a decorative 
|pattern, and pinky-gray panicles 
of bloom look like feathery puffs 
of smoke. 
Even these tolerant plants 
should have well prepared beds, 
however, if they are to be at their 
best. A rich soil, well supplied 
with organic matter, is the best 
possible drouth insurance for 
trees and shrubs, as well as for 
vegetable and flower gardens. 
Spongey bits of humus hold mois- 
ture, so that organic-rich soil 
never bakes hard and dry. 


Water More Important. 


When trees, shrubs and flower 
beds droop at the beginning of 
summer drouth, the gardener may 
suspect hasty and insufficient soil 
preparation. Even though roots 
find needed moisture in the sub- 
soil, plants may show definite 
hunger signs, for these lower lay- 
ers are so often lacking in fer- 
tility. This condition may be rem- 
edied in autumn by making new 
flower beds, or by digging in 
generous quantities of leaves, 
grass clippings, rotted sawdust, 
compost, peat moss, or manure. 
In the meantime plants can be 
helped along as needed by mulch- 
ing and watering. 

Even mulched plants may bene- 
fit from watering during sum- 
mer months. Cuttings and seed- 
lings make amazing growth when 
given abundant moisture. Proper 
watering is more important than 
fertilizer for heavy feeders like 
roses and chrysanthemums. Put- 
ting plant food on dry soil is 
like placing a juicy bone just out 
of reach of a chained dog.

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No Life of Ease 


Hard, Long Hours on 
Farm, but Satisfying

down on the pond, they go home and write us letters. The 
burden of these epistles is pretty much the same: “Dear Ginnie 
and Len — You've certainly 
solved the problem of living. 
Sitting on that terrace and 
watching the play of the 
clouds across Buford Moun- 
tain and your cattle getting 
fat.” 

The truth is that we have 
solved the problem of living, 
pretty much, insofar as we're 
getting out of life most of the 
things we want and doing 
many of the things we like 
best to do. In fact, we’re gen- 
erally doing them about 16 
hours a day; and some of 
the things we like to do 
best, we do least, simply be- 
cause there aren't any more 
hours to do them in. These, 
very often, are things which 
make up these columns and 
help to create that illusion of 
unlimited leisure which, even 
when not expressed, is implicit in most of those letters.

@ MAKING A LIVING at farming is never easy. So far as I 
have observed, and I spent 25 years in business and industry 
before returning to the land, there is no other business which 
requires such careful planning based on so many variables 
as agriculture. Nor is there any in which plans must be 
changed more often, due to weather, markets and a dozen 
other factors which can be neither foreseen nor controlled. 
If there is any “other occupation so subject to unforeseen 
emergencies, I'd be hard put to name it.

@ ONE SINGLE DAY this week could be taken as an ex- 
ample and is not unusual. It was to have been devoted to 
mowing off some of the pastures and to the carefully con- 
trolled burning of a number of brush piles on a newly cleared 
piece of land. At exactly 9:30.a.m. a sliver of a 50-year-old 
stump concealed in the tall grass reached up and caught 
the pitman rod that drives the mower blade and broke it. 
That meant a delay of four or five hours and another two 
hours work while we sent for a new one and got it installed. 
Then when we came out from dinner, we saw smoke coming 
up from the cleared land. A spark had blown from an old 
stump which we'd thought was safely out, and so we fought 
a grass fire for an hour to save 40 acres of pasture and 
burned off several acres in the process. 


x <<. 


Ordinarily you couldn’t start a fire in that 
grass with a blow torch. But we've been suffering an 
extremely severe drouth in our valley, with only 1% 
inches of rainfall since the first of June. Normal for 
this period would be between six and seven inches. 
Coming back from fighting the fire, we stopped to 
look at our small test-field of corn and thanked our 
stars we'd managed to get it planted early so that 
the roots have struck down deep through the humus- 
rich soil and are still finding some moisture. Yet it 
will need a good rain before it starts to tassel out, or 
the yield will be badly cut. 
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@ AT SOME TIME during each day I walk out across the 
pastures to try to estimate their carrying capacity; and unless 
you're a farmer, you don’t know how it hurts to see the 
ground baking until it cracks and the meadows turning brown 
for lack of water. By good fortune, we've enough grass to 
carry us through even a prolonged dry spell, but not all our 
neighbors in the valley are so fortunate. And then we think 
back to last year when we had a dry spring but June brought 
heavy downpours which sent the sweet clover shooting up 
until it was higher than the wheat at harvest time. And we 
held off harvesting as long as we could, then cut the wheat 
with a moisture content so high that it couldn’t be sold at 
the mill. And the year before that when the drouth started in 
July and held for 16 weeks and we'd come_in from the fields 
coated with a thick layer of dust. Those days, we'd walk out 
onto the ridge after supper with the sun going down like a red 
eannonball, and make medicine for rain as the Indians used 
to do.

Yesterday we brought the cattle in to be sprayed 
and to cut out the steers which have gone on our 
best brome and alfalfa pasture to be ready for the 
fall market. We found that one of the young calves 
had torn open its leg clear to the bone so had to put 
it up in the “chute” to disinfect and treat the cut. 
But such incidents are all in the day’s work and Ginnie 
always looks forward to the cattle-moving, for it is 
almost the only opportunity we have to saddle the 

mares and get out over the farm. Sunday morning 
‘ts our day for riding and checking the pastures and 
cattle and fences, but oftener than not the first car 
has driven up to the house before we can get away.

@ IM GOING to send this column along to our great and 
good friend Fritz VonWindegger, who writes a delightful letter 
from his summef home in Gatlinburg at the gateway to Great 
Smoky National Park. Fritz and his wife call the place “Para- 
dise Enow” and, having seen it, we know it is well-named. 
He says, among other things, “How you and ‘Mama’ find 
time to really work that farm, do your writing and travel 
around to make talks on conservation is a mystery bordering 
on a miracle.” 

Fritz tells of watching five young bank swallows perched 
on the wires above their yard, waiting for the parents to bring 
in food. And when the old ones find a choice morsel, the 
youngsters swoop out into the air for what is certainly the 
most fascinating refueling in flight that anyone can imagine.

They've Finally Ground 


Capt. Willis H. Proctor, Who As Commercial Pilot Has 
Flown 3,200,000 Miles in 22 Years, Retires Without 
Scratch at Age of 60—Was in Air Service in Two Wars

ILLIS HEATH PROCTOR 
saw his first plane on the 
stage of a Buffalo vaudeville 
theater. He remembers the occa- 
sion distinctly becayse the year 
was 1917 and he had been toying 
with the notion of joining the Air 
Force, then known as the aeronau- 
tical division of the Signal Corps. 
“This here plane,” the emcee 
barked on the stage, “is a real 
airplane. It has actually flown.” 
The audience cheered, and 
“Proc” knew then and there that 
he, by golly, would learn to fly. 
The red-headed youngster with 
the bushy eyebrows and the in- 
fectious grin became a pilot's 
pilot. He manned a cockpit when 
people wouldn't even entrust their 
letters to the air, let alone their 
lives. At one time or another he 
also earned his living as a lumber- 
jack, Indian trader, real estate 
man, municipal judge and Air 
Force colonel. 


It stands as a tribute to his 
durability and to aviation progress 
that Proctor reached the age of 
60 without a scratch and just be- 
came the first commercial pilot 
to attain retirement age while ply- 
ing his trade aloft at $13,000 per 
annum. In 2244 years with Amer- 
ican Airlines and its predecessors 
he flew 3,200,000 miles, raised a 
family of four boys and made 
more friends up in the air than 
most men make mingling with the 
mob below. 


Capt. Proctor is in the vanguard 
of a new breed of men. They are 
the soldiers of fortune, twentieth- 
century style, who never miss a 
meal, never figure in a crime or a 
crash, never fire a shot in anger, 
and yet lead what most of us con- 
sider exciting lives. Unlike their 
swashbuckling predecessors, they 
may have to shave twice a day 
and keep a slick polish on their 
shoes. But they live long enough 
to retire on comfortable pensions, 
relax in their surburban homes 
and tell the grandchildren what 
life is like beyond the blue hori- 
zon. 
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é¢6Ty ROC” was born on his 
P grandfather’s 500 - acre 
homestead in Fairdale, Il. 

His father, a peripatetic science 
professor, had decided to do some 
advanced study in: Germany be- 
fore Heath's arrival, but his 
mother returned home. She 
wanted their son to be born in 
this country. When. the father 
returned the family moved to a 
small Maryland college town, 
then to Kirksville, Mo., and final- 


’ ly to Buffalo, where his mother 


and father both enrolled at the 
American College of Osteopathy 
and subsequently set up a prac- 
tice. 

Money was short at home, and 
Heath had to quit classes at Al- 
leghany College in Meadville, 
Pa., and go to work. Never the 
desk-bound type, he signed on 
with a lumber camp in the Ad- 
irondacks at $60 a month. There 
he heard what he now describes 
with a chuckle as “the call of the 
Yukon.” 


It was 1913 and the lumber- 
jacks were talking about the big 
boom in northwestern Canada. 
Land was cheap and life was rug- 
ged but fun. “Proc” and a pal 
made the trip to Edmonton with 
what was euphemistically called a 
“harvest excursion” of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad. The home- 
steaders in Alberta were short of 
farm hands, so the obliging rail- 
road would sell a fellow a one- 
way ticket for $10 if he would 
agree to work in the fields a 


‘while. 


There was no food on the train. 
Most of the several hundred 
young men making the trip lived 
largely on beer which they bought 
at stops along the way and 
poured into the water tanks for 
storage en route. “It was a grand 
trip,” Captain Proctor recalls. 
“We didn’t have a care in our 
minds and we knew there'd be 
jobs waiting for us when we got 
there.” 

In Edmonton the boy from Buf- 
falo grew bug-eyed at the wide 
open gambling and the length of 
the bars. Some would cut through 
the middle of an entire city block

able items could be shipped. 


Cloth, tea, tobacco and dried food 
made up most of the stock. There 
were three mail deliveries a year, 
and when World War I started in 
July 1914, Proctor and his crew 
didn’t hear about it until a spe- 
cial messenger blew in with the 
news in October. 

“Proc” remembers taking many 
a hardy Indian hunter into his 
storeroom to “let them have some 
‘debt’” when they had been un- 
lucky on one expedition and re- 
turned empty-handed. Like any 
good credit man, Proctor dissuad- 
ed them from excessive buying 
and many customers became close 
friends. They called him Enago- 
cah (with the accent on the last 
syllable), meaning eyebrows. He 
acquired the moniker because his 
eyebrows were thick and white 
long before the rest of his hair 
thinned and turned gray. 

“They say if you stay five years 
in that country you never come 
out,” the veteran globetrotter 
smiles. “I was homesick for it 
for years. It’s no place to raise 
a family, but when a man felt 
like shooting ducks he’d just get 
a buddy, a gun and a pack to- 
gether, take off down the river 
and never be missed for- a week 
or ten days.” 

When his contract ran out in 
1917, he made his way to Edmon- 
ton to find out more about the 
war. Enlisting as a flying cadet, 
he won wings and lieutenant’s 
bars and was about to be shipped 
overseas when the war ended. 
Back north, he ran a trading post 
in northern Manitoba for a cou- 
ple of years until his firm sold 
out to its old rival, the Hudson 
Bay Co., and “Proc” was out of 
a job. 

The big real estate boom in 
Florida was the talk then, and 
though it meant a trip across a 
continent what was more natural 
than to trek down south for a 
look-see? Settling in Cocoanut 
Grove, he acquired a hardware 
business, changed to real estate, 
ran successfully for municipal 
judge (“my opponent was less 
popular than I’) and played a 
mean bass drum in a local jive 
band. The real estate game paid 
off nicely and “Proc” employed 
as many as 25 salesmen. But his 
heart wasn’t in it. He still didn’t 
like indoor work and besides, too 
many trusting customers were 
bound to take a licking eventu- 
ally. His feet itched once more.

N 1927, Proctor heard how Ma- 
| jor General John F. O’Ryan, a 

New York lawyer in civilian 
life, had persuaded some influen- 
tial men to toss a bit of money 
into the till to see whether there 
was any profit in running an air- 
line. Proctor recalls a luncheon 
where the general tried to enlist 
financial support for his faltering 
Colonial Western Airline, a fore- 
runner of American Airlines. 

The general laid it on the line. 
Nobody knew how to fly an air- 
line, he said, or how to manage 
it or whether anybody would pay 
for using it. The company had 
made a successful bid for the 
Cleveland-Albany route (admit- 
tedly without knowing what op- 
erating costs | would be) and if 
there were any wealthy men with 
a sporting instinct in the crowd 
the general would welcome their 
contributions. 

“Proc” declined to invest any 
of his money (“I didn’t see how

N.Y., and Proctor made a forced 
landing on a farm. He had just 
thanked his lucky star for an- 
other narrow squeeze when he 
learned he'd have to lend his pas- 
senger the money for a train 
ticket to complete his trip. In 
1928, the company stopped carry- 
ing passengers altogether and 
went into the mail business ex- 
clusively. 

One bitter winter evening 
“Proc” was to take off from 
Cleveland without so much as a 
penny postcard. “I thought I'd be 
darned if I'd go back without any 
mail,” he says. “I thought it 
over. Whenever we had a regis- 
tered letter it had to be locked 
up specially and Wwe were paid 
$1.12 a pound to carry it. The 
lock weighed two pounds and the 
sack another half a pound. So I 
wrote a letter to myself and regis- 
tered it. Well, the carburetor on 
the old Fairchild FC-2 had a way 
of filling up with snow. After a 
while I heard the engine go put- 
put@put and I sat down on a 
snowed-in farm. 


“If I had let well enough alone 
I could have toasted my feet ‘at 
the farmer’s fireplace. But I had 
that bag of registered mail. It 
was a five-mile walk through the 
snow to the postoffice, but I made 
it.” The mail had to go through 
—even if it was your own and 
there was nothing in the envelope.

Other pilots knew him as & 
scrupulously cautious flyer and a 
man who can talk intelligently 
and at length about almost any- 
thing. Only five feet seven inches 
tall, he is remembered as a fiend 
for exercise who thought nothing 
of playing three sets of tennis, 
nine holes of golf and then going 
for a swim during a lay-over in 
Tucson. His one vice aloft ap- 
peared to be a rather astounding 
consumption of coffee.

Exercise is a disease—‘‘exercisi- 

tis’—that attacks the sheep-like 
mind of man. Follow the leader: 
“Exercise is good for you.” 

Accepting this without ques- 
tion, hundreds of thousands of us 
contort our frames into pretzel- 
like figures. If that makes you 
happy—well, maybe you just 
don't want tc live a .ong life.

All 
of us, in varying degrees, are 
lazy at times. 

“Just how do you keep looking 
so young?” Hedda Hopper asked 
Gary Cooper. 

“Well, Hedda,” he said, “T’ll 
tell youre When I get up in the 
morning, I look around the place 
to see if there’s any heavy work 
to be done. If I find any, I walk 
quietly away,from it, get off in 
some corner, and shine two or 
three pairs of shoes.” 

If the most ambitious of us did 
not suffer laziness and fatigue, 
or whatever one Wishes to call it, 
we would work ourselves to death 
prematurely. 

I know a man of 40 with a sick 
wife and four children. He works 
in a factory eight hours a day; an- 
other eight hours are spent as as- 
sistant on a delivery truck.

“Dr. Crane, for 20 years I 
worked nearly 16 hours a day 
to get my newspaper on its feet 
financially,” he said to me. 


“But two years ago I suffered 
a serious heart attack. My doc- 
tor ordered me to bed for a year, 
diagnosing my case as angina 
pectoris. 

“Several specialists concurred 
in the diagnosis. 

“Now I am up and around 
again, but I don’t spend more 
than a couple of hours at the 
office. . 

“Even so, I still get so nervous 
and jittery at times that I must 
take a sedative to sleep. And I 
keep an oxygen tank at my bed- 
side in case of another attack.” 
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I doubt if any profession is 
as fraught with nervous excite- 
ment and the pressure of “dead- 
lines” as is journalism. When 
a person has spent 20 years in 
this hectic, though fascinating 
work, his whole physiological 
mechanism is “conditioned” to 
the high speed, high pressure 
environment, 
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BY THAT, I mean his blood 
pressure will actually rise and his 
brain will begin to hit on all eight 
cylinders the moment he gets into 
his office chair, even though he is 
back for only a few minutes on a 
visit, and is not even planning to 
work. In short, a man cannot re- 
lax properly in an environment 
in which for 20 years he has been 
“conditioned” to high gear. Yet 
he may still be able to produce a 
great deal of work, if he can only 
establish his workshop in a loca- 
tion that has been linked with 
carefree or relaxed moods.

President Has Intimate

S American shock troops pour into Pusan in South Korea and 
A rush northward in an attempt to stem the Communist advance, 

the tactical military maneuvers of both sides are being watched 
with twofold interest by a one-time Missouri artillery captain who 
rose spectacularly to Commander in Chief of American armed 


forces. 

Ballots, rather than bullets, ele- 
vated Harry S. Truman from a 
valorous battery officer in World 
War I to supreme military com- 
mander by the close of World 
War II. But his deep interest in 
the strategy of warfare and mili- 
tary movements reaches beyond 
the duties of his high office. 

It’s a hobby. Other Presidents 
have been partial to stamp col- 
lecting, like Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, or had a passion for building 
little dams, like Herbert Hoover, 
or were ardent fishermen, like 
“Silent Cal” Coolidge. With Tru- 
man it’s the maneuvers of the 
great commanders throughout the 
pages of history. 

It isn’t that the President is

His sur- 
passing goal is an enduring peace. 
His decision to intervene in Ko- 
rea on behalf of the United Na- 
tions weighs heavily upon his 
shoulders, for he knows that the 
consequences may be agonizing 
before a just peace is finally es- 
tablished. 


His own taste of soldiering, in 
fact, taught him first-hand the 
sour stench of war. He is likely 
to say that you have to be in a 
war really to learn to hate it. 
But this doesn’t prevent him from 
reminiscing, sometimes with pride 
and humor, about his own war ex- 
periences. 


Take that rainy night, for ex- 
ample, when Capt. Truman took 
his men of Battery D, 129th 
Field Artillery, into the Vosges 
Mountains back in August, 1918. 
They were under orders to take 
part in a special brigade barrage 
against the Germans. When the 
mission ended, the men were de- 
layed in pulling out because the 
horses had not arrived on time to 
haul the four guns. Just as the 
horses did get there, led by an 
apologetic sergeant, German 
shells began crashing around the 
battery. 

Capt. Truman’s horse slipped 
into a hole and rolled over on 
him. Someone shouted: “Run! 
They’ve got us bracketed!” Pinned 
down, Truman couldn’t run even 
if he had wanted to. In the en- 
suing panic, Truman extricated 
himself, rushed to a nearby hil 
and shouted at his men, in strong 
language, to get back to their 
guns. The men rallied and finally 
got out with their guns intact, but 
Battery D still calls this the epic 
“Battle of Who Run.” None of the 
veterans will admit they even 
walked fast, let alone “ran.” 
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ODAY President Truman tends 
Te deprecate his exploits as a 
World War I soldier, but he is 


| still boyishly happy that he served. 


“The proudest thing that I have 
to refer to is the fact that I had 
a little military service myself in 
the First World War,” he told the 
Marines at Quantico several weeks 
ago. 

“[ am prouder of that,” he 
added, “than anything I have done 
since.” 

Truman nearly missed out on 
his “Tittle military service,” due 
to poor eyesight. After West Point 
and the Naval Academy turned 
him down because of his eyes, he 
joined the Missouri National 
Guard, which served as a stepping 
stone to officership in the war. 
But-lJest anyone get the impres- 
sion from this that he sought a 
career as a fighter, the President 
quickly makes things clear. He 
wanted to get into West Point or 
Annapolis, he explains, only be- 
cause he wanted a free education. 
He couldn't afford-to pay. 

But the President would much 
rather discuss the great com- 
manders of ancient days than his 
own personal war experiences. To 
the uninitiated it is nothing short 
of astonishing to hear the Chief 
Executive discourse knowingly 
and at length upon a wide range 
of military history, from Han- 
nibal and Alexander the Great 
before the birth of Christ to the 
Mongol emperor Genghis Khan; 
Tamerlane, the renowned Oriental 
conqueror, and Napoleon. 

As a youth, he avidly read all 
the books he could in the public 
library in Independence. History 
and biography attracted him 
most, and of these the life stories 
of great military figures and the 
detailed histories of great war 
maneuvers were his favorites. It 
was during high school that he 
became such an avid reader. and 
although deprived of formal high- 
er education when the two 
academies turned him down, he 
has remained throughout his 
career a bookworm of sorts with 
a remarkably retentive memory. 
He still likes to quote from Plato, 
with whom he first became ac- 
quainted in the Independence 
library. 

Even in the midst of the 
present Korean crisis, with the 
world’s fate in the lap of the 
gods, President Truman obviously 
enjoys an old-fashioned bull ses- 
sion on military history. 

He will say, at such relaxed mo- 
ments, that he always has been 
interested in great administrators

Jater had a little time to think of 
other examples, when he was 
alone. Because he likes to be 
thorough, he wrote a brief memo 
in longhand to his friend, substan- 
tially as follows: 

I forgot to mention to you 
today, Hadrian. He was among 
the greatest of the Roman Em- 
perors and administrators. 

He was the successor of Tra- 
jan and was himself succeeded 
by the Antonines, about whom 
I talked to you. Hadrian is the 
greatest of the Roman Emper- 
ors according to all the authori- 
ties. Trajan, Hadrian, Marcus 
Aureligs Antonius and Antonius 
Pius make up the Golden Age 
of the Roman Empire. 

His friend, aftér searching dili- 
gently through the “Zs” in the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, wrote 
back triumphantly that the Pres- 
ident’s comments on Hadrian

‘were interesting, but what about 


Zizka? The friend felt reason- 
ably certain that Truman had 
never heard of Zizka, a relatively 
obscure Bohemian general and 
Hussite leader of the early fif- 
teenth century.

in the least. He took John Zizka 
right in stride and joyously 
opened up new fields of military 
history. In another longhand 
memo he wrote his friend, in ef- 
fect: 

Appreciated your acknowl- 
edgment of my note on Had- 
rian. If you want to go into 
details such as Zizka, let me 
call your attention to John 
Hunyadi and his operations at 
Belgrade; and Charles Martel, 
the grandfather of Charlemagne 
and his battle of Tours which 
stopped the Moors in Europe. 

We didn’t mention King 
Louis IX, Francis I, both of 
France, nor Charles V of Spain. 
The Spaniard told his finance 
minister that he, Charles, should 
be able to see the fortifications 
on Puerto Rico from Cadiz in 
Spain because of the cost! 

There are highways and by- 
ways in the study of individuals 
in the history of the world and 
none of them are dull people. 

You'll get in deeper and 
deeper as you go along. 
Hunyadi, it develops, was the 

Hungarian statesman and warrior 
who lived in Zizka’s time and who 
won brilliant victories in the 
Turkish War. A mounting and 
unworthy suspicion that Truman 
himself was resorting to the en- 
cyclopedia was dispelled when his 
friend realized that the President 
had misspelled “Hunyadi” rather 
violently. 

The President believes that Han- 
nibal was the greatest military 
leader of all time, although he 
stresses that it is hard to try to 
make any rigid classification. He 
knows all about Hannibal's great 
battles and skillful maneuvers, 
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and particularly likes to talk about 
the Battle of Cannae, where the 
Carthaginian leader trapped the 
Roman legions by permitting 
them to advance in his center be- 
fore enveloping them with both 
flanks to close the circle. Not to 
be overlooked, the President is 
apt to point out, is the fact that 
Hannibal fought for 21 years away 
from home base. 

There are important lessons to 
be learned from the past, too. The 
President is not unaware of a 
possible analogy between the 
strategy eventually adopted by the 
Romans, as suggested by Fabius, 
later known as the Delayer, and 
the Kremlin of today. The war 
formula of Fabius, which in time 
fatally weakened Hannibal's ar- 
mies through sheer attrition, ran 
along these lines: Never accept 
battle when the enemy offered it; 
never to offer it on equal terms; 
never to attack the enemy in his 
own camp; to destroy the enemy’s 
army in detail as time and oppor- 
tunity offered, and to try to re- 
cover by force or fraud the places 
that had fallen into Hannibal's 
hands.

RUMAN feels that the greatest 

military maneuvers of all time 

are to be found in battles such 
as Cannae: in Arbela, where Alex- 
ander the Great’s Macedonian army 
shattered the Persians; Austerlitz, 
where the French under Napoleon 
whipbed the Austrians and Rus- 
sians (“While they march to turn 
my right,” said Napoleon in a pep 
talk on the eve of battle, “they 
presgnt me their flank”), and 
Chancellorsville, the Civil War 
battle between the Army of the 
Potomac under Major General 
Hooker and the Confederate Army 
under General Lee. 

He likes to point out that deci- 
sive engagements can be drawn 
battles, his quick illustration here 
being Gettysburg, which he de- 
scribes as a succession of military 
errors. The battle was costly in 
casualties to both sides, and 
drawn, but turned the tide of the 
war between the states. The 
President is especially conversant 
with every tactical maneuver, 
every military stratagem of the 
Civil War. To those interested he 
particularly recommends Free- 
man’s “Life of Lee,” among the 
many books on the Civil War he 
has read. 

The President, as far back as 
he can remember, has been inter- 
ested in how great men got to be 
great: As a child, his mother 
bought him a red-bound volume, 
which he cherished, called “Great 
Men and Famous Women.” It was 
divided into sections, including 
one on soldiers and sailors. 

The book made a deep imprint 
upon him. It developed an appe- 
tite for biography which he has 
been nourishing ever since. It 
awakened his interest in leader- 
ship and in public administrators. 
He will never forget “Great Men 
and Famous Women.” 

Nor, apparently, will he ever 
forget what he has read over the 
years about the War of the Roses 
or Cyrus the Great of Persia; 
about Richelieu of France and 
King Henry V of England; King 
Edward III and his son, “The 
Black Prince,” or the Pharaohs of 
earlier days. With equal ease the 
President can recall that Freder- 
ick the Great of Prussia tried to 
run away in his first battle but 
was brought back and was never 
again afraid; or that Gen. John 
Pope, so disastrously beaten in 
the second Battle of Bull Run, 
was lampooned as a man who “sat 
on his brains” after Pope left 
himself wide open by saying his 
headquarters was his saddle.

propaganda through the Voice of 
America, the Point Four program 
and generally telling the world 
the truth about democracy in the 
battle of words and ideology. 
But “political warfare,” he says, 
goes back to the days of the 
Romans and earlier. 


He feels that politicians some- 
times unwittingly aid the enemy 
during times of war or national 
emergencies. When he thinks of 
it, he is still amused by Gen. 
Lee’s remark during the Civil 
War that President Lincoln’s 
carping politicians were worth 
two army divisions to Lee. Inci- 
dentally, Truman ranks Gén. Lee 
as one of the great military chief- 
tains of all times, outclassing any 
of the Northern leaders. 


With the President's remark- 
able background of military read- 
ing and knowledge of military 
tactics, one might suppose that, 
as Commander in Chief of United 
States armed forces, he daily 
studies the map of Korea and 
makes suggestions on both tactics 
and over-all strategy. It’s a 
mighty strong temptation, but he 
never yields to it. He indicates 
the main goal—to drive invaders 
back where they came from—and 
lets the generals do the rest their 
own way. 

He has the utmost confidence 
in them. And he knows, as well as 
the next fellow, that it wasn’t his 
knowledge of tactics and military 
history that made him the nation’s 
Commander in Chief. ‘

children live to a hearty 800 years? Will 
man someday reach a ripe old age of 22,000? 

Incredible as it seems, the answer may be 
“Yes!” Scientists think it possible! 

Partly, the answer is before us today in labora- 
tory animals such as “Peter the Great.”’ Peter is 
the bright-eyed guinea pig shown in the photo- 
graph at left. He has already lived the human 
equivalent of 148 years, and is going strong. 

Peter has two owners. One is an eminent re- 
search chemist, Dr. Thomas S. Gardner, of Ruth- 
erford, N. J. The other is his associate, Edward 
Wenis. They have been feeding Peter an experi- 
mental high-vitamin diet and nucleic acid. Both 
say no conclusions can be reached, of course, on 
the basis of Peter alone. But years of research on 
thousands of guinea pigs, mice, and fruit flies by 
Dr. Gardner and other scientists have convinced 
him that victory over age is within our grasp 

If research into the causes of ageing could be 
concentrated in one intense project, says Dr. 
Gardner, the time clock of age can be set back 
almost immediately. “In ten years,” he says, 
“with the proper research, we could probably 
double the life span so that the average person 
could live to be about 120 years!’’ Moreover, he 
would enjoy good health to the very end. 

Dr. Gardner has spent much of the past two 
years helping organize a new National Founda- 
tion for Anti-Ageing Research. Estimated cost of 
its work: between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000. 


is Life Unlimited? 


CIENCE has long known that there is no such 
thing as a “natural lifetime’ (see chart at 
left). Man is dragged down by disease, environ- 
ment, and the cumulative breakdown of his 
heart, liver, lungs, kidneys, veins and arteries.

College of Physicians and Surgeons has computed 
that if the human body could retain all during 
life the ability to resist disease and repair break- 
down that it possesses at the age of 10, “man 
would have a life expectancy of eight hundred 
years and some individuals might survive twenty- 
two thousand years.” 7 
We have learned to combat disease. Scientists 
are learning, in isolated groups, to beat the age- 
ing process. Here are some isolated results: 
e Dr. Henry Clegg Sherman, Professor-emeritus 
at Columbia’s Department of Chemistry, has in- 
creased the life span of rats by 10% by increasing 
intake of Vitamin A alone. 
e Australian scientist, Dr. T. B. Robertson, has 
increased the life span of mice 17% by feeding 
them nucleic acid, a component of yeast. 
e Dr. Anton J. Carlson of the University of Chi- 
cago added 20% to the life span of rats simply by 
having them fast one day in three or four. 
e Dr. C. M. McCay of Cornell increased the life 
span of rats over 50% by restricting caloric intake 
and adding minerals and vitamins. | 
There have been many other experiments: 
Forty-two year old Dr. Gardner, a product of 
Ohio State, M.I.T., and Tennessee, has added 10% 
to the lives of laboratory mice by feeding them

Over 30 years ago, two pioneer researchers, Dr. 
Alexis Carrel and Dr. P. Lecomte du Nouy drew

over the shock, the dog was young again. He grew 
new hair, regained his appetite, became frisky, 
renewed his interest in the opposite sex. Modern 
science is seeking a way to fight cholesterol by 
the use of drugs like choline and inositol. They 
are easily available, but research must determine 
safe dosage for human beings. 


Age Magically Dropped Away 


a ewig. science has found, may be another 
key. Vitamin B-6 has a dramatic effect in 
prolonging the life of fruit flies. But “Peter the 
Great,” fed a high-vitamin diet from birth, was 
“old” at 700 days, corresponding to 70 years in 
human beings. [t was only after he was fed nu- 
cleic acid that his age magically dropped away. 
Nucleic acid has had dramatic effects, too, on 
mice corresponding in age toa human's 90 years. 
Pantothenic acid, found in bees’ “royal jelly,” 
human milk, chicken and liver, and available by 
the ton synthetically, may be one of the human 
answers. It, and other possibilities must be tested. 
Hormones are a possible, though doubtful, ap- 
proach. So is the blood’s “youth factor” which 
was separated by Carrel but was never identified. 
Dr. Gardner has issued a challenge to men to 
spend a fraction of the cost of atomic research 
to\wnlock the mystery of life. “I will probably die

HE CATCHER WAS ANGRY. He whipped off his 


mask, tossed a.withering glance at the batter 
and complained bitterly to the umpire. “Say, 
how about that interference!” 

Baseball has existed for more than a century, 
but it’s doubtful that there was ever as astonish- 
ing a protest as this. The batter, the catcher 
claimed, was guilty of interference because he 
persisted in chewing bubble-gum and blowing 
sticky balloons that obstructed a proper view of 
the pitcher’s throws. 

No, this didn’t happen in a big league game. 
It happened in a game in the Little League, one 
of the most rousing developments in our national 
pastime today. The Little League is big league 


baseball in miniature, designed specifically for 


boys from eight to 12 years of age. And so phe- 


RHUBARB! Little League squabbles are settled by im- 
partial arbitrator whose word is accepted as low. 
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nomenal has been its growth that today there 
are 545 Little Leagues in 37 states, Hawaii, the 
Canal Zone and Cuba. 

This year some 40,000 kids, all with full uni- 
forms and equipment, are battling through a 
schedule of 18 Little League games, to be fol- 
lowed by district and state and regional playoffs. 
These playoffs culminate the last week in August 
in an amazing explosion of boy power and drama 
—the National Little League Tournament, held 
in Williamsport, Pa. 

Spectators are apt to rub their eyes when they 
see the spectacularly complete Williamsport field, 
with seating capacity for 12,000, built solely by 
volunteer labor. Overlooking the level, grassed 
diamond are bleachers, an electric scoreboard, 
boy-size dugouts with a public address system, 
and telephone connection with a handsome stone 
clubhouse. Outfield fences are placed within the 
hitting range of every midget mauler at 180 feet. 

But even more impressive is the sight of young- 
sters, some with legs so short their baggy trou- 
sers almost touch the ground, thrilling the crowds 
with a truly amazing brand of baseball. And a 
truly amazing brand of sportsmanship. There 
were special cheers in the 1948 tournament for 
12-year-old Joe Cardamone, the stocky little 
catcher for Lock Haven, Pa. Whenever an oppos- 
ing player crossed the plate after a home run, 
Joe whipped off his mask and shook his hand. 

Last year’s “world series” was a humdinger. 
Ted Husing, veteran sports announcer, was there 
to broadcast the final game, and movie and news-

reel cameramen were on hand, as was Ford Frick, 


president of the National League. “All this 
hoorah,” said “Pappy” Williamson, coach of the 
Pensacola, Fla., team, “like to scared my little 
country boys to death.” 


The Boys Come Through for Pappy 


APPY and his team epitomize some of the most 
heart-warming aspects of the Little League. 
Pappy was out on the field warming up his boys. 
A newspaperman said, “Pappy, aren’t you throw- 
ing that ball pretty hard for kids that size?” 
“You betcha,” Pappy answered. “I give it all 
I’ve got. These little rabbits can hit anything I 
send ’em.” 

Pappy Williamson is a draftsman at the Naval 
Air Station in Pensacola and one of the greatest 
coaches for boys you are ever likely to meet. He 
was always relaxed, and kept his boys relaxed, 
having fun, and dead game under what devel- 
oped into the real drama of the tournament. 

Florida had been runner-up the year before. 
Now Pensacola, as 1949 Florida champion, was 
determined to win. On Thursday they had drawn 
Lock Haven, Pa., in the playoffs and beaten them 
in a no-hit, no-run game that had the spectators 
going wild. Friday the Florida boys beat Bridge- 
port, Conn., and the path right up to that golden 
trophy seemed clear. Then tragedy hit. 

That same night, Jerry Hudson, Pensacola’s 
ace pitcher who had won 28 consecutive games 
and was scheduled to pitch the Saturday final 
against Hammonton, N. J., was found to have a 
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high temperature. Pappy had been counting 
heavily on Jerry, but he had another pitcher 
with a fine record, Chester (Honey Chile) Dungan. 

Saturday, however, wasn’t one of Dungan’s 
days. Hammonton started hitting him, and the 
score was 5-0 when Pappy, in desperation, sent in 
cold a boy who was not even a regular pitcher. 
That’s where the drama was compounded. Young 
Paul Holden took and held Hammonton hitless! 
But the damage had been done. Pensacola could 
not close the gap, and when the winners lined 
up, it was Hammonton that got the World’s 
Championship trophy. 

Then came a scene none of those present will 
ever forget. Pappy Williamson was standing to 
one side during the award ceremonies, no trace 
of disappointment on his tanned face. Suddenly 
Honey Chile Dungan burst out of line and buried 
his face in Pappy’s shirt, sobbing. 

Williamson smiled, put his arm around him. 
“Man, we can’t win ’em all,” he said. And in a 
minute the boy was himself again. 


it Started One Sunday 


HE phenomenally successful Little League 

started one Sunday afternoon 11 years ago 
when Carl Stotz, a minor executive in a Williams- 
port, Pa., soft-drink bottling firm, woke from a 
nap and sleepily told his two little nephews, “Sure, 
you can have a baseball team... . Yep, real bats 
and balls. ... Sure, we'll get up a league with real 
teams to play against.” From that moment Stotz 
had a tiger by the tail—and he has never let go. 

To make good his promise, Stotz walked the 
streets of Williamsport for two weeks trying to 
line up sponsors to pay for what he knew was 
vital equipment in the eyes of boys — uniforms. 
Finally he persuaded one firm to give $35 and 
three others to chip in lesser amounts. With this 
money he bought a batch of baseball-type play- 
suits for $1.50 each, and mothers cut out letters 
and sewed them on the shirts. 

The first Little League was scarcely more than 
a supervised sandlot proposition. Having four 
sponsors, Stotz and some friends lined up four 
teams, made up a schedule and took turns um- 
piring six-inning games on a scaled-down field. 
They put the bases 60 feet apart instead of the 
regular 90, the pitcher’s mound 40 feet 4 inches 
from the plate instead of 60 feet 6 inches. The 
idea was contagious: by 1935 four four-team 
Little Leagues had been established in Williams- 
port, and the following year Little Leagues ap- 
peared in New Jersey, Connecticut, New York and 
Florida, all following the Stotz pattern. 

Then came the war—and the scheme hung ina 
state of suspended animation. But in 1947 the

A Big Company Helps Out 


LL through the following winter requests for 
information on forming Little Leagues 
poured into Carl Stotz’s home. His phone rang day 
and night. Stotz soon realized that handling a na- 
tional tournament on the scale shaping up for 
the coming summer would be far beyond the re- 
sources of his own volunteer organization. So he 
went to New York and explained his ideas to the 
United States Rubber Co., which makes, among 
other things, rubber-soled baseball sneakers for 
boys. The result was that in 1948 U. S. Rubber 


picked up the check for the tournament, paying— 


transportation for the out-of-state teams, fur- 
nishing hotel accommodations, giving awards. 

Highlight of that tournament, in the eyes of 
many, was the appearance in a pinch-hitting 
role of tiny) eight-year-old Frank Rybczyk of 
Middletown, Conn. Rybczyk’s teammates had 
solved the name problem by calling him Murphy; 
sportswriters, captivated by his oversize trousers, 
called him “the uniform that walks like a boy.” 

When Murphy came in to pinch-hit, the 
towering 12-year-old pitcher naturally had difi- 
culty scaling strikes down to his level. The re- 
sult was a base on balls. Murphy also made it to 
second base—one proud eight-year-old. 

Following the 1948 tournament, the U.S. Rub- 
ber Company decided to pay the Little League a 
fee for the privilege of sponsoring it and for set- 
ting up Carl Stotz as full-time paid commissioner 
to develop the Little League on a national scale. 
Once the Little League idea takes hold in a town, 
the community spirit it generates is amazing. 
When a new league was founded last year in 
Naugatuck, Conn., the only site available for a 
diamond was much- too small. So volunteer 
groups went to work and burrowed out from the 
side of a hill some 3,000 cubic yards of earth. 
One of the unpaid laborers was Frank Shea, then 
a pitcher for the New York Yankees, who also 
donated his trucks to haul away the earth. 

The Little League is strictly a non-profit or- 
ganization. Backing for each new league is 
sought from four local sponsors who will put up 
$200 each to buy equipment. Boys wear on their 
uniforms the name of the firm or organization 
sponsoring their team, but there the influence of 
the sponsor ends. After the first season costs 
dwindle to $100 or less per team. 

Carl Stotz has wisely organized the league to

keep any one team from being overpoweringly 
strong. Each team is limited to five players who 
are 12 years old and must have at least three 
who are ten or younger. In each town teams of 
fairly equal strength are chosen from a player 
pool by the managers, who are selected largely 
for their character and ability to lead boys. Thus 
boys from the same neighborhood do not neces- 
Sarily play on the same team. The mother’s boy 
and the kid from across the tracks are mixé 
up together. Neighborhood gangs are split up. 

This sometimes leads to heart-rending situa- 
tions. In a Williamsport district playoff in 1947, 
the two opposing pitchers lived in the same 
neighborhood and came to the game on the same 
bicycle, one riding the other on the crossbar. The 
game was a scoreless tie until the last inning. 
Then the pitcher who owned the bike came to 
bat, hit a home run off the other and won the 
game 1-0. Whereupon the two went home to- 
gether as they came. On the crossbar was the 
losing pitcher, tears streaming down his cheeks. 

Attendance at an ordinary Little League game 
probably runs somewhat around 500, and swells 
to between 3000 and 5000 for league champion- 
Ships. For the Little League’s “world series” last 
year, however, the city of Williamsport, popula- 
tion 47,000, attracted a total of 60,000! 


The Whole Family Shows Up 


HE world series isn’t everything, though, as 

wise managers realize. And the manager who 
points just for the series misses Little League. 
The real Little League is in action on thousands 
of city and country playing fields these summer 
evenings, when at about 6:30 the boys converge 
on the field and three or four men drive up carry- 
ing bats, gloves, bases for the daily practice. On 
game night, the parents are there, complete with 
baby buggies, and swarms of little sisters and 
brothers. Hundreds come for the spectacle. _

“Tt all happened one night in the Pasa- 
dena Playhouse.

Look Out for 


Water Cowboys!

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T HAD STARTED OUT as a holiday picnic 
for 13-year-old Imogene Wittsche. 
With a girl friend Imogene had 
gone to California’s Lake Tahoe. Just 
before lunch they went swimming in 
the shallows near the shore. Then, with 
shattering suddenness, a speedboat ca- 
reened around a bend and ripped sav- 
agely into the two laughing schoolgirls. 
That night a surgeon removed both 
of Imogene’s legs. 
Boating tragedies will strike hun- 
dreds of American homes this year. 
Tragedies like this: on Lake Minne- 
tonka, Minn., last year a surfboard 
rider, pulled by a speeding boat, swung 
into a rock wall and was killed. 


The Death Toll Is Climbing 


On Long Island Sound, a family of 
four died when two pleasure boats col- 
lided in the night. 

On Lake Michigan, seven men on a 
fishing trip drowned when their over- 


loaded boat upset in a squall and went 
down 


Legislators, safety councilors and 
the police have watched with growing 


i 


concern this rising tide of death on our 
waters. Since war’s end water fatalities 
have climbed steadily each year. In 
1949, the nation’s 700,000 pleasure 
boats were involved in hundreds of ac- 
cidents in which scores of lives were 
lost. Who is to blame? 

Thousands of veteran yachtsmen, 
who are careful not to have accidents, 
have only one answer: “Reckless, care- 
less, or untrained drivers.”

On the water as on land, the reckless 
driver is a menace to himself and to 
anyone who gets in his way. His victims 
are virtually unprotected by law—ex- 
cept the laws of civil damage. : 

The man who ran down Imogene 
Wittsche in Lake Tahoe wasn't even 
required by California law to know how 
to run a boat. Today’s motorboats run 
20, 30, even 45 miles an hour, often op- 
erate in waters crowded with swimmers 
and other boats. Yet no boat drivers 
carry an operator’s license. The 
“crack-the-whip” driver who killed the 
surfboard rider in Lake Minnetonka 
was breaking no law — because no law 
had been passed to cover dangerous 
operation of a motorboat. 


What One Boatman Says 


Here’s what Archie Cochrane, opera- 
tor of a Minnesota boatyard, says: 

“With more. boats than ever this 
summer, Minnesota can look forward 
to a murderous season on the lakes.” 

Cochrane, who has launched a cam- 
paign for state law requiring compe- 
tent inspection of motorboats and reg- 
ulating their operation, views the reck- 
less or intoxicated boat driver as the 
most dangerous man afloat. 

“The only way we can stop him from 
killing himself, other drivers, and 
swimmers,” says Cochrane, “is to re- 
Strict his crazy operations.”’ 

The U.S. Coast Guard has the power 
to regulate equipment used in pleasure 
craft in the waters it patrols, but its 
authority over the operation of these 
boats is almost entirely advisory. 

“No person,” the Coast Guard has 
ruled, “shall operate a motorboat... 
in a reckless or negligent manner so as 
to endanger the life, limb or property 
of any person.” But the Coast Guard 
has control only on the seas and navi- 
gible waterways. 

On Lake Minnetonka an outboard 
motor speedboat operated by a 20- 
year-old student crashed into a cabin 
cruiser. The student saved his life by 
clinging to the wreckage of his boat for

more than an hour while the cruiser 
floated to shore. The speedboat driver 
fled, was later arrested, but was re- 
leased because the state had no laws 
covering a hit-run driver on water. 


They Call Them ‘‘Water Cowboys’”’ 


In Miami, on the other hand, boats- 
men and swimmers are protected by a 
stiff city ordinance banning the reck- 
less operation of boats. Result: There 
have been no serious accidents in the 
Miami area for more than three years. 

“The reckless boat operators,” Says 
a spokesman for the safety-conscious 
Outboard Boating Club of America, 
“are the biggest hazards on our water. 
We call them water cowboys.”’ 

Most of our boat accidents, an in- 
vestigation by the club has disclosed, 
could have been avoided if even the 
most rudimentary rules of motor boat 
safety had been observed. As a result 
of this finding, the club has stressed 
the importance of keeping to the right 
when passing through narrow chan- 
nels and canals and when overtaking 
other boats, to yield the right-of-way 
to all boats under sail or oars, to watch 
out for swimmers. Also: 

@ Never overload your boat. 

e Avoid staying out in storms. 

@ Never stand up in a moving boat. 

e@ Make sure your outboard motor is 
not too powerful for your boat. 

@ Never smoke while refueling. 

There is nothing here about careful 
operation in congested waters however, 
and this is sorely needed. 

For swimmers, who outnumber 
boatsmen 1,000 to one, councilors have 
this advice: work for strong state and 
local laws Ahat will protect you from 
the reckless boat operator. Make sure 
he is banned from our waters.

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U.S. FOREIGN COMMITMENTS 


Nation’s Agreements to Aid Other Countries Stretch Vast Distances East and West About the World— 
These Obligations, Many Calling for Mutual Defense, Are in Line With Policy to Contain Communism

RESIDENT TRUMAN'S order sending United States troops to 
the defense of South Korea emphasized the far-flung commit- 
ments this country has made—commitments at the end of 

supply lines stretching both east and west to the other side 
of the world. America’s available fighting resources were 
strained, with shock waves reaching to this country when the 
draft was reinstituted and troops on duty in the United States 
were sent to the Far East. 

This time we are acting in South Korea. Next time it may be 
in Germany, or Iran, or Indochina, where the nature of our com- 
mitment differs. But the purpose of our obligation is fundamen- 
tally the same in each case—defense against aggression, if it 
should occur. 

In the case of South Korea, the Administration considered 
that the United States had incurred a special responsibility by 
sending arms aid and by keeping a military mission there to 
train the South Korean y. even after our troops had been 
withdrawn last year. 

Furthermore, America was believed to have an obligation 
to the United Nations to help in defense against the Communist 
invasion. The fledgling South Korean state was established by 
order of U.N. The invasion of the country was regarded, con- 
sequently, as an assault on the authority of U.N. 

A third, and perh more important, reason assigned for 
our action was that the United States, as a big-power permanent 
member of the United Nations Security Council, has a general 
responsibility under the U.N. charter to come to the defense of 
any nation which is the victim of aggression, wherever it 
occur. In agreement with other members of the Security Counell 
such defensive measures may include denunciation, mediation, 
sanctions of various.kinds, or, as in the case of Korea, military 
force. 

This general obligation has been reinforced by specific 
agreements covering much of the non-Communist world. Amer- 
ica is a to two broad regional alliances concluded under 
terms of the U.N. charter, one the Western Hemisphere, the 
other for Western Europe and the North Atlantic areca.

The North Atlantic Pact, which this country ratified July 21, 
1949, declares that an armed attack against one or more of the 
parties in Europe or North America “shall be considered an 
attack against them all.” In case of such attack, each will assist 
“by taking forthwith. ... such action as it deems necessary, in- 
cluding the use of armed force.” 

By this treaty we have agreed to assist Great Britain, France, 
Belgium, The Netherlands, Luxembourg, Italy, Denmark, Norway, 
Canada, Portugal and Iceland. Included are the Algerian depart- 
ments of France, occupation troops in Europe, and such islands 
north of the Tropic of as the Azores and Greenland. 

Our troops are in West Germany, West Austria, Japan and 
the Ryukyus because they are enemy states—not permitted to 
have armies of their own—with whom ce treaties have never 
been signed because of the division of world. We are in Ger- 
many and Austria as one of the victorious allies. We are in 
Japan on that score, bu! General MacArthur is also the supreme 
commander acting in behalf of the U.N. Far Eastern Commission 
of 13 nations.

The agreement has never been 
formally renounced, but Iranian officials claim it has been 
superseded by the U.N. charter. 

The Truman Doctrine was extended to the Far East when the 
United States decided to give aid to Indochina, by agreement 
with the French patrons of Bao Dai's threatened regime there. 
We also are increasing assistance to the Philippines, to which 
we are considered té have a special obligation as a former 
American territory. The United States has undertaken to defend 
Formosa to localize the Korean war, the President said. 


TO ACCOMPLISH THIS DEFENSE UNDERTAKING OVER 
the world, the United States has about 1,370,000 men in uniform, 
some 635,000 less than Congress has authorized. About 1,150,000 
young men between the ages of 18 and 26 have been classified 
1-A for the draft.

HE League of Women Voters of St. Louis is one of 
many civic organizations putting on an all-out cam- 
paign for adoption of the proposed city charter. Its 

activities in recent weeks have been largely devoted to 
persuading St. Louisans to go to the polls, and vote for 
the charter on August 1. 

Last Monday the League started a door-to-door can- 
vass to get the voters’ support. Several hundred volunteer 
workers began visiting homes, informing citizens of the 
advantages of the new charter and why they should vote 
YES on the proposition. About 200,000 leaflets in jingles 
and prose describing the new charter have been printed 
for distribution during the drive, which will continue until 
election day. Tied in with the canvass of homes was a 


‘street corner campaign. Leaguers at major transfer points 


passed out literature and answered questions. 

The new charter—which defines the city’s power and 
authority and sets up its form of government—was drawn 
up by an elected Board of Freeholders during a year of 
careful study and deliberation. Replacing an inadequate 
charter adopted in 1914, it would streamline the structure 
of municipal government. It would greatly increase 
home rule for the city, relieving St. Louis from depend- 
ency on the State Legislature in many vital matters. 

Many public-spirited citizens have announced their 
support of the proposed charter. The new guide for St. 
Louis’ government is being backed by labor, business, 
church, civic and patriotic organizations. Opposition has 
heen voiced by a powerful group of politicians; the char- 
ter would centralize authority, increase the scope of civil 
service and thereby reduce political patronage. However, 
a number of influential political figures have come out 
for adoption of the charter. 

The new charter’s provision for broadening the 
city’s taxing powers is one feature which opponents have 
been stressing. It has been implied that the charter will 
increase taxes—this is not correct. The charter does not 
impose taxes, but does give the city the power to impose 
them through its elected legislative y, the Board of 
Aldermen. 

One tax made possible—but definitely not imposed— 
is an earnings tax up to one per cent. Until last Monday 
the city, under an act of the Legislature now expired, im- 
posed an earnings tax of one-half of one per cent. While 
such a tax up to one per cent could be reimposed under
